a.  Examination  of  the  submitted  Polaroid -type  print  indicates 
that  the  camera  focusowas  set  for  a very  short  range  as  evidencedby 
the  high  degree  of  detail  in  a fragment  of  a relatively  close  object 
in  the  lower  right  comer  of  the  photo.  It  would  appear  that  this 
object  is  an  inadvertent  subject  in  the  photograph  and  that  the  '‘UFO” 
was  situated  Just  beyond  that  range,  and  Immediately  in  front  of  a 
raxher  highly  reflective  object  (reported  as  "not  visible  to  observer 
when  taking  picture")  which  shows  a reflected  image  of  the  "UFO” 
along  its  lover  edge  and  a probable  reflection  of  the  flash  (attachment) 
as  well.  The  "UFO"  appears  to  be  spherical  rather  than  oblong  as 
reported.  It  also  appears  to  be  in.  motion -and  there  is  no  suggestion 
of  "panning"  the  object  as  is  evidence  by  the  sharpness  of  detail  in 
the  foreground  object.
